Stand boldly up, asin the days of sterner 
trial, and vindicate the honor of a couquer- 
ed, lifeless nation. Zhat is one of their 
most heinous allegations. It was a key 
note of their condemnation. They said a 
few men had gnawed bones! 

Stand up, ten thousand men, and tell the 
world what you did with the bones they 
gave to you. You gnawed them. Yes, 
and when the last shred of gristle, the last 
trace of marrow, was stripped off, you 
broke them into fragments and rendered 
them by fire, to extract the juices what the 
barest bones may thus be made to yield. 

Cast back the mockery of their idle 
charge upon them. Let the echo of those 
pounded bones send forth a condemnation, 
compared with which the gnawing sound 
will be a melody. 

In Camp Douglas, the writer messed for 
many months with the ten rebel surgeons. 
These drew hospital rations—a sick man’s 
allowance, but about enough for a rebel 
soldier to subsist on without serious incon- 
venience. In ‘addition to this vast advan- 
tage, two-thirds of the large mess were 
within reach of home. They could get 
money freely, and buy from Mr. Nightin- 
gale. And further, three of the number 
stood behind the sutler’s counter, and of 
course, his stock contributed no little to 
our general table. The consequence was, 
our bones were not usually gnawed or 
broken up bones. Our kitchen even sup: 
ported a luxurious appendage—a bone bar- 
rel, which stood outside, hard by the door. 

There was generally a crowd of prison- 
ers hovering near’ the door, at stated 
hours, and as often as the Bones of our ta- 
ble were cast into the barrel, there was an 
eaver rush and scramble for them. A poor 
famished fellow was shot dead by “ Prairie 
Bull,” (a guard whose true name is not re- 
membered.) one day, for saying he scram- 
bled in the bone barrel because he was 
hungry. 

Dida rebel guard at Andersonville kill 
the man or men for“ gnawing” to appease 
their hunger ? 

Speak, witness suborned to condemn, for 
the defense has struggled to the stand at 
last, and it will be damning counter evi- 
denee, indeed, that will defeat their cause. 

Wirtz was tried and hanged; but the of- 
ficers of Northern prisons have not had 
their trial yet.

They shall swing 
for the more tragic crimes of wholesale 
murder, starving, freezing, killing unof- 
fending men by hundreds, without even a 
pretext or*pretense of provocation.

Down the Road. 


On the line of the Macon and Western 
and the Central Railroads, the cotton fields 
are snowy with the profuse white bloom, 
while ebony hands in striking contrast, 
busily gather the peerless staple. The 
drought has been long and continuous, but 
it has caused the cotton toopen with un- 
precedented rapidity, and has been most 
favorable to harvesting the fleecy crop. 

The cotton along the Macon and West- 
ern Raflroad is very small, but seems load- 
ed with blooms. On the Central Road it is 
larger. 

One fact we have ascertained to be gen- 
eral. Wherever the fertilizers have been 
used, the superiority of the crop is mani- 
fest. But for them, planters informed me, 
they could not have made expenses. This 
fact is valuable. Fertilizers have been 
used thrible over any previous year. And 
the determination to u-e them next vear, 
we found to be general. 

. The planters are holding back their cot- 
. ton for better prices, in many instances to 
the injury of their factors. As to the pro- 
_priety of holding back when tlicre is no 
‘obligation to sell, we entertain no doubt. 
- But the merchants who have advanced 
provisions and means tu the planters to 
make their crops, are now needing their 
money to mect their payments. Without 
these advances, the planters could have 
made no crops. They owe it to generous 


factors, therefore, to pay them promptly, | 4 


and save them from the embarrassment 
they must inevHably suffer in their busi- 
ness, unless the advances are promptly re- 
paid. 

Day before yesterday, at Sandersville, we

By mail from Europe, we have the fol- 
lowing text of a letter addressed by Mon- 
seignenr Dupanloup to Father Hyacinthe: 

" Or rans, September 25, 1869. 

My Dear Colleague: As soon as | was in- 
formed from Paris of the step you were 
about to take, i endeavored, as you know, 
to spare you at any cost what would prove 
a great fault and misfortune for yourself, 
as wel! as a profound afilietion for the 

Yhurch. I sent off on the instant, and in 
the night, an old fellow-student and friend 
of yours to prevent you, if that were pos- 
sible. But it was too late; the scandal had 
been consummated, and from this moment 
you ean measure by the grief of all the 
frierida of the Church, and the joy of ber 
enemijes, the «extent gf the wisehief which 
you have wrought., At present I can do 
no more than pray to God, and conjure you 
pause on the declivity on which jou 
now stand, leading as it does to 
abysses which your soul, in its trouble, 
fas not discerned. You have suffered, 
L know: but allow me to tell you Father 
Lacordaire and Fatber de Ravignan had to 
bear more than you, and they raised them- 
selves to a higher rank in patience and 
fortitude, through theiriove of the Church 
and Jesus Christ. How is it that you did 
not feel what an injury you were Colng to 
the Church. your mother, by these accusing 
predictions? And what an insujt to our 
Suviour to place yourself, as you are now 
doing, alone, face to face in opposition to 
Him. andip contempt of His suceessors ? 
But [am willing to hope and believe that 
this aberration will be only a transient 
ohe. Keturn among us, after having 
acused this aifliction to the Catholic world; 
give ita great consolation and a striking 
example. Go and throw. yeursclf at the 
feet of the Holy Father. His arms wiil be 


Xpen to receive you, and in clasping you to 
‘bis paternal heart he will restore to you the 


peace of your conscience and the honor of 
your life. Receive from him who was your 
bishop, and who will never cease to love 
your soul, this testimonial and these coun- 
sels of sincere and religious affection.

A writer in the last number of Harper's 
Monthly gives a picture of bhomelife among 
the English working people: 

The inferiority of English Women is first 
apparent to a foreigner in a variety of lit- 
tle details... Returning from an early morn- 
ing ride, "he notices the cottages of the 
working people by the road-side. The 
Women are up and about, making the fires, 
carrying the coals, epening the house, 
while the men are Still snoring soundly. I 
should like to see an American husband 
wait for his wife, or sn American son for 
his mother, to perform these matutinal 
functions. If he were not speedily be- 
wigged by his own better-half, a more se- } 
rious punishment woukl be adjudged him 
by a vigilance committee of neighboring 
housewives. Orif breakfast is being pre- 
pared, you notiee the women buttering the 
bread, so as to save their Jords and masters 
the slightunnecessary exertion. An Ameér- 
ican husband might eat dry bread forever, 
if he were unwilling to butter it himself. 
Then you catch sight of a woman on her 
knees lacing or unlacing a mn’s boots. 
So menial a service would scandalize the 
best American wives. If an Englishman 
wants a pipe, it ig the woman who fills it 
and hands him a Teht; if his pot needs 
replenishing, it is the woman. who. pro- 
curcs and out the ale; if there is an 
errand to be done, itis the woman who 
trots off, while the man loafs or rests at 
home. -In short, English women belong- 
ing to the lower classes are evidently the 
servants of the men, while in America the 
men are as evidently the servants of the 
women, only that of the stronger to the 
weaker, never seems like servitude, even in 
the humblest families, but takes the nobler 
form of politeness, solicitude, and duty.

Dip theends of nails into grease? and 
they will drive easily into hard wood, 
where they would otherwise double and 
break. 

In plowing orteaming on the road in 
hot weather, always rest the horses on an 
eminence, Where one minute will be worth 
two ina warm valley. 

It setting out young orchards, always 
register the varieties immediately in a 
book, where they may be referred to in a 
few years, when the trees commence bear- 
ing, and the labels are lost, and names are 
forgotten.

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DRILLING WHEAT.=--The season ap- 
proaching for seeding down to wheat, we 
could urge the benefit of drilling in the 
seed with a machine, instead of broadcast 
sowing. Nothing in agricultural practice, 
now-a-days, may be said to be better es- 
tablished than this, as every one knows 
who has ever tried it; and the reports last 
season in the Department at Washington, 
fron all sections of the country, showed 
the yrain in bushels per acre to be insome 
sections 20 to 25 per cent. with the drilled 
wheat. It is found to be mych Jesg liable 
to be thrown out by frosts or winter killed, 
and the free action of the atmosphere 
through the drills in the fleld, the uniform 
depth at which it is covered, causing an 
evenness in the growth, together with at 
least one peck Jess seed being required for 
sowing. are all adyantages which belgng to 
drilling, connected also with securing a 
better taking of the grass seed. 

Drills, as with other farm machinery, 
have been greatly improved in the last few 
years, and are now constructed hot only to 
sow wheat, oats, rye, etc.,in given quanti- 
ties, but also to sow with it grass seed and 
fertilizers in the rows, with the grain; so 
that soil being previously well prepared, 
the whole is finished at one operation, and 
the ground leftin nice, smooth condition. 
The ridges left by the drill are leveled 
down by the frost of winter, giving addi- 
tional protection to the tender roots of the 
grain and grass.— Practical Farmer.
